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LAWYERS’ GROUP 
IN FAVOR OF GITY 
TAX ON EARNINGS 
ON EQUAL BASIS 


Association Has Filed 
Suit Citing Law 
Which Bars Levy on 
Some Groups—Urges 
Change if Needed. 


The Lawyers’ Association of | 


St. Louis, which filed suit chal- 
lenging the right of the city to 
levy an earnings tax on the jn- 
come of lawyers and other pro- 
fessional men, announced yes- 
terday it would support renewal 
of a St. Louis earnings tax ap- 
plying equally to all classes of 
wage earners. 

Everett Hullverson, president. 
of the bar group, reported the 
association’s executive commit- 
tee adopted a resolution backing 
continuation of the tax, and urg- 
ing Gov. Phil M. Donnelly to 
call a special session of the State 
Legislature to extend the city’s 
authority to levy it. 

Resolution Quoted. 

The resollution declared in 
part: 

“In order that the city may 
be enabled to continue wifhout 
curtailment of any kind the sev- 
eral public services, which _in- 
clude police and fire protection, 
maintenance of public thorough- 
fares, traffic control and the city 
courts, hospitals, parks and rec- 
reational facilities, the costs of 
which are paid out of current 
receipts, we recommend and 
request Goy. Donnelly to call a 
special session of the Missouri 
Legislature for the purpose of 
submitting a proposed enabling 
act for consideration of that 


y. 

Last April the Lawyers’ Asso- 
ciation filed suit questioning the 
right of the city to levy the tax 
on lawyers and other profes- 
sianal men, such as ministers, 
doctors and teachers. It cited 
an 1879 state law prohibiting 
cities from taxing any business 
or profession not specified as 
taxable by the city charter or 
state statutes. 

of Suit. 


Purpose of the suit, Hullver- 
son explained, was to clarify the 
question of whether the earnings 
of professional men are subject 
to the tax. For that reason, the 
executive committee decided 
that the suit, now pending in 
circuit court, should be contin- 
ued to obtain a court ruling. 

If the court finds that certain 
professions are exempted under 
the 1879 law, Hullverson said, 
the association will recommend 
that new legislation be enacted 
at a special session authorizing 
a tax bill on all earnings ob- 
tained in the city “without ex- 
ception.” 

Férmer City Counselor James 
E. Crowe, chairman of the sub- 
committee which drafted the 
resolution, said the courts might 
hold that the old law does not 
apply in view of the later enact- 
ment. If the courts rule other- 
wise, he said it might be neces- 
sary to pass another bill repeal- 
ing the 1879 statute. 

The ‘earnings tax, which 
brings. in about $8,000,000 a 
year, will expire next April 1 
unless extended by the Legis- 
lature in special session before 
then. Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
hopes to confer soon with Gov. 
Donnelly to renew his request 
for the extra session.

~—Advice to the business firm 
with a holiday urge to splurge 
on lavish entertainment: The In- 
ternal Revenue Service is watch- 
ing.

It said the President consid- 
ers the EDC as the “only prac- 
tical” medium for preserving 
peace permanently between 
France and Germany and for 
“creating a-solid core at the 
center of the NATO structure.” 
U. S. Puts on Pressure, 
The statement, stemming from 
a meeting of the National Se- 
curity Council climaxes’ the 
pressure which this country has 
been exerting on France to rat- 
ify the EDC. 
It was issued a little more 
than an hour after news reached 
Washington that Rene Coty had 
been elected President of France 
by the French Parliament. 
American diplomatic officials 
here said they did not know 
what Coty’s views on EDC are. 
It was noted with approval

AUCKLAND, New Zealand, 
Friday, Dec. 25 (AP)—A locomo- 
tive and six cars carrying 275 
passengers plunged into a river 
250 miles from here early this 
Christmas morning. ‘Thirty-one 
persons were hospitalized and 
172 were not yet accounted for. 
It was feared the death toll 
might exceed 100, ‘ 

' The Wellington to Auckland 
train plunged 20 feet into the 


river when a cloudburst washed 
out a bridge. 

Some of the missing were 
known to have escaped and 
were being cared for by nearby 
farmers. 

The tragedy appeared to be 
New Zealand’s worst railway 
wreck. Prime Minister Sidney 
Holland went to the scene from 
Auckland by automobile. ° 

Trains to Auckland have been 
taking New Zealanders to see 
Queen Elizabeth, who is visiting 
here on the royal world tour. 

The accident occurred when 
a cloudburst flooded a stream 
on the slopes of 8200-foot Mount 
Ruapehu, an active volcano. The 
swollen stream swept away the 
100-foot railway bridge. 

(An International News Serv- 
ice dispatch from Wellington re- 
ported that officials said the toll 
included 11 known dead and 1 
missing.

Post Office employes, watching 
for the arrival of the sack,

Dulles Announces .— 

| One Small Group Re- 

turned to Japan. | 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP) 
—Secretary of State Dulles to- 
day announced the United States 
will retain its contro] of Okinawa 
and all but a small portion of 
the Ryukyu: and Bonin islands 
“for the foreseeable future.” 

Dulles said in a statement 
that, of the Ryukyu islands, only 
the Amami Oshima group, just 
south -of Japan, has been re- 
turned to Japan. 

Arrangements relinquishing 
United States rights to this small 
group were concluded in Tokyo 
today under article 3. of the 
Japanese peace treaty. 

Okinawa, scene of bloody 

fighting in World War II and 
now a main United States de- 
fense installation in the Pacific, 
is the major island in the Ryu- 
kyu chain. There have been per- 
sistent reports in Japan that the 
United States, under article 3, 
might give up its rights to most 
of the Ryukyus and the Bonins. 
But in his statement, Dulles 
said: 
“It would be an abdication of 
responsibility to the common ef- 
fort of (the) free nations, in- 
cluding Japan, for the United 
States to adopt any other course 
than here set out, since the re- 
maining Ryukyuan and other is- 
lands specified in article 3 of 
the peace treaty consititute an 
éssential link -in the strategic 
defense of the whole Pacific 
area. 

“Accordingly, the United 
‘States intends to remain as 
custodian of these islands for 
the foreseeable future.” 

The State Department said 
the small group turned back 
to Japan today contains no ma- 
jor industries.

MOSCOW, Dec. 24 (AP)—~ 
Lavrenty P. Beria and six as- 
sociates have died as traitors be- 
fore a firing squad, the Soviet 
government. announced today. 

The announcement said that 
the long-time boss of the secret 
police (MVD) meg six of his 
henchmen were shot yesterday 
after a secret five-day trial. The 


‘Soviet Supreme Court found 
them guilty of high treason. 
Beria, 54 years old, held the 
Seviet Union’s highest honors 
and had been elevated to the 
No. 2 Kremlin post of First Dep- 
uty Premier and Interior Minis- 
ter after Joseph Stalin died nine 
months ago. Three months later, 
in June, Premier Georgi Malen- 
ov’s government arrested him 
and denounced him as a traitor. 
The execution announcement 
today was the first disclosure 
that Beria’s trial had: been go- 
ing on since last Friday behind 
locked doors. 

The hearing opened two days 
after the Soviet press published 
indictments against Beria and 
announced the names of the six 
other defendants. The papers at 
the same time started b 
the seven as the vilest kind of 
betrayers and reported oe mass 
meetings col 
try were onan calling ett 
their deaths. ‘s 

(In past executions the bodies 
have been cremated and dis- 
posed of without further an- 
4 nouncement.) 

‘Guilt Completely Proved.’ 

The eight-man tribunal, under 
Marshal Ivan S. Konev, a World 
War II hero, passed sentence 
after “the guilt of all*the aec- 
cused was completely prov@d in 
court by the evidence and also 
by oral and written confessions,” 
the government newspaper Iz- 
vestia said. 

Another member of the court 
was Nikolai Shvernik, former 
president of the Soviet Union 
who now is head of the Soviet 
Council of Trade Unions. 

Under Soviet law, conviction 
meant matdatory. death by 
shooting, with no appeal. 

The official announcément 
said Beria and those who had 
conspired with him tried. “to put 
the Ministry of Internal Affairs 
above the party and the Gov- 
ernment for the purpose of seiz- 
ing power” and aimed “for re- 
storation of capitalism.”

, As early as 191 ria “ - 
pied the post of Se nie es % 
in Azerbaijan, acting with groups 
“under the control of British 
intelligence organs,’ the an- 
nouncement said. It added: 

“In the following years up to 

his arrest, L. P. Beria continued 
and extended his secret connec- 
tions with foreign intelligence 
services.” 
After Beria became interior 
minister, the announcement con- 
tinued, he promoted his group 
of plotters in the MVD, tried to 
sow hatred between the people 
of the Russian republic and 
other Soviet groups and sabo- 
taged measures aimed at raising 
the nation’s living standards. In 
addition, it was charged, Beria 
and his aeeomplices “committed 
terrorist acts against the peo- 
ple whom they feared would ex- 
pose them.” 

Property Confiscated. 
Personal property of the exe- 
cuted men was confiscated and 
they were stripped of all mili- 
tary titles and awards. These in- 
cluded Beria’s Order of Lenin— 
the Soviet government’s highest 
award—and his military rank of 
Marshal of the Soviet Union, 
This was the highest possible 
rank below Stalin. 

Shot along with Beria were 
Vsevolod Merkulov, Minister of 
State Control; V. G. Dekanozov, 
secret police chief in Stalin’s 
and Beria’s home state of Geor- 
gia: D. Z. Kobulov, former

Establisment of a central fire 
alarm system for all of St. Louis 
county was urged today by M.

In his letter to Supervisor 
Matthews, Baughman noted that 
there is only one telephone num- 
ber on which to report a fire 
anywhere in St. Louis, while the 
telephone directory lists 16 num- 
bers for fire alarm purposes in 
only part of the county. 

There are 94 municipalities in 
the county, he noted, served by 
15 paid fire departments, 18 
volunteer departments, and 14 
fire districts. “There has been 
considerable confusion in the 
minds of people desiring to re- 
port a fire,” he said. 

Baughman asked Matthews to 
take steps to determine how the 
expense of a central alarm sys- 
tém should be borne. He asked 
the supervisor to reactivate a 
fige protection subcommittee of 
the financial advisory commit- 
tee, or to request the county 
council to establish a mew com- 
mittee to work on the problem. 

The. planning director said it 
should be decided whether the 
cost would be paid through pro- 
portional contributions from mu- 
nicipalities, fire districts and the 
unincorporated areas—or by the 
county government as a whole. 

A neighbor saw the Pio- 
traschke fire at 6:30 a.m. and 
telephoned an alarm, but several 
departments refused to make the 
call because the fire was out of 
their designated areas.

STALIN USED BERIA 
AS HATCHET MAN

NEW YORK, Dec. 24 (AP)— 
Lavrenty P. Beria up to a few 
months ago was Russia’s super- 
policeman and the most dread- 


ed man in the U.S.S.R. Now he| ¥ 


is dead—labeled by the Soviet 
Government a traitor and for- 
eign spy. Mek 

The simpler truth is that Ber- 
ia lost in the race for supreme 
power following Stalin's death. 

In the period from Stalin’s 
death till his arrest last June, 
112 days later, he was No, 2 
man in the U.S.S.R. He was 
Premier Malenkov’s first deputy. 
In this capacity he exercised 
broad influence over all Soviet 
policy. 

He also was minister of inter- 
nal affairs. In this capacity he 
controlled (as he had controlled 
them from 1939) all secret po- 
lice and intelligence, all normal 
police, the well-equipped and 
large private armies of the Min- 


re-fistry of the Interior, the large 


formations of border guards, the 
vast system of concentration 
‘eamps and their forced labor, 
the largest construction projects 
in the U.S.S.R., all highways, 
and vast areas of the country in- 
cluding most of Siberia and the 
Soviet Far East. 


Atomic Energy Chief. 

He was the Soviet atomic en- 
ergy czar. From the end of the 
war he ran all Soviet atomic 
weapons development and was 
responsible more than any one 
man for Soviet success in devel- 
oping the atom bomb and the 
hydrogen weapon. 

He controlled his native Geor- 
gia and exercised direct, strong 
influence in the affairs of the 
other two Trans-Caucasian re- 
publics, Azerbaijan and Armen- 
ia; and in Soviet central Asia, 
where his police generals occu- 
pied key posts. 

Within a few hours after the 
official declaration last March 
that Stalin was dead, Beria’s 
Ministry of Internal Affairs ar- 
mies took over the entire center 
of Moscow. They held it in their 
grip until Stalin was buried four 
days later.

Sat Beside Malenkev. 

Always in his public appear- 
ances he sat beside Party Chief- 
tain Georgi Malenkov. There 
seems but little question that for 
4 number of years these two 
men were the closest of collabo- 
rators, 

Beria was brought to Moscow 
by Stalin in 1938 to put an end 
to. the great purge of 1937-38. 
As Stalin no doubt intended that 
it should, this purge decimated 
the nation’s leadership and intel- 
ligentsia, As Stalin probably did 
not intend, it brought a near 
state of chaos in military and 
industrial rule. 

Beria’s first act in his new 
job was to liquidate his prede- 
cessor as Minister of Internal 
Affairs, Nikolai Yezhov, widely 
thought in Russia to be insane. 
Yezhov simply disappeared early 
in 1939, never to be heard from 
again. 

The run the Soviet police, 
Beria brought in many men from 
his native Transcaucasus. While 
other portions of the Soviet ap- 
paratus including party and 
army were more and more Rus- 
sified, his police remained, so 
long as he headed them, a ram- 
part of strength of non-Russians 
with many Georgians, Armeni- 
ans, central Asians and other 
members of minor Soviet nation- 
alities. 

Wartime Powers. 

During World War II Beria 
was Stalin’s first deputy on the 
small State Defense Committee 
which was the wartime organ of

adership. He never relinquished 
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Beria was born in the village 
of Merkeuli on the Black sea 
coast. During the immediate 
pre-revolutionary and civil war 
period he was an engineering 
student in Baku, the oil center 
on the Caspian sea. He joined 
his lot with the Bolsheviks. 

From the very first he re- 
ceived responsible assignments 
in the secret police (then known 
as the Cheka). He rose rapidly 
to head all secret police activi- 
ties in the Transcaucasus. In 
1931 he was directed by Moscow 
to take over leadership of the 
Communist party in the Trans- 
caucasus. 

Beria assured his position with 
Stalin by writing in 1935 a work 
on the history of the Bolsheviks 
in the-Transcaucasus. This was 
one of Stalin’s major weapons in 
his campaign for rewriting So- 
viet history. Dealing as it did 
with the revolutionary move- 
ment in the Transcaucasus at 
the time when Stalin himself 
was there, it exalted Stalin's role 
and denounced his rivals and 
enemies. 

Tool of Stalin. 


received his orders directly from 
the Soviet dictator who used 
Beria’s ‘vast organization to 
crush and terrorize his enemies, 
and indeed all the peoples of 
Russia. Stalin used Beria to 
keep under strictest control the 
Soviet army and the Communist 
party. 

Beria was beyond any doubt 
an able organizer, a clever in- 
triguer (though in the end not 
clever enough), and a deep cynic. 

To a western diplomat at a 
Kremlin banquet he once said: 

“The people are sheep. It is 
trained executives who decide 
everything.” 

Beria goes unlamented in Rus- 
sia. As Stalin’s hatchet man he 
won the hate of millions. Now 
his name is being erased from 
Soviet history books and he is 
consigned like so many Soviet 
leaders before him to oblivion. 
But much of the Soviet Union 
today—its military might as well 
as its dismal appression—is what

Pravda accused United States 
Secretary of State Dulles today 
of twisting the meaning of the 
Soviet declaration on President 
Eisenhower’s proposal to pool 
atomic materials. 


Dulles said in Washington 
Tuesday that Russia “seems not 
to have caught the spirit” of 
Eisenhower's invitation to join 
with other nations in plans for 
peaceful atomic development 
and has made it evident “that 
little can be achieved by the 
continuance of public debate.” 


Dulles referred to Moscow's 
qualified acceptance of the plan, 
in which they again raised their 
demand for a bar on atomic 
weapons. 


Pravda retorted today: “This 
statement by Dulles convinces 
one that he distorts the mean- 
ing of the Soviet government’s 
declaration and the proposals 
contained in it.” 


United States officials, the pa- 
per added, “persistently attempt 
to bypass the meaning of the 
US.S.R. proposals about nations 
taking a solemn and uncondi- 
tional pledge not to use atomic, 
hydrogen or other weapons of 
mass destruction.”

HEAVY COLONIZING 
OF RED KOREA BY 
CHINA REPORTED 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
24 (AP)—Diplomatic sources re- 
ported today that Red China is 
colonizing North Korea with 
thousands of Chinese civilians, 
possibly as a prelude to annex- 
ing North Korea as a province 
of the Peiping regime. 

These sources cannot be iden- 
tified publicly but the informa- 
tion, they said, was relayed here 
from persons who have been 
within the boundaries of North 
Korea and have learned of de- 
velopments in that area. 

The Red Chinese and North 
Koreans are reported digging 
more and better defense forti- 
fications in North Korea. This 
was taken here to mean that the 
Reds do not plan to carry out 
any surprise attack breaking the 
armistice, but that they do plan 
to hold their ground if possible 
in the event the war is renewed. 

No official reports have been 
received at the U.N. of the 
movement of Chinese civilians to 
North Kdrea but U.N. diplomats 
did not appear surprised at the 
unofficial accounts. They said 
the North Koreans lost heavily 
in population in the war and 
there is more room for Chinese 
immigrants to establish them- 
selves.

House Group to Ask 
terior Dept. Solicitor 
About ‘Clarification’ 
of Policies. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (UP) 
~The House Interior Commit- 
tee has called assistant Secretary 
of Interior Fred G. Aandahl to 
testify Tuesday on the depart- 
ment’s recent “clarification” of 
its controversial public power 
marketing policies. 

Chairman A, L, Miller (Rep.), 
Nebraska, said Aandahl, Interior 
Department solicitor Clarence 
A. Davis and other officia 
well as repreesntatives of’ REA 
co-operatives have been called 
to discuss the new regulations. 

Miller said he wants to clear 
up exactly how co-operatives and 
other preferred eustomers of 
federally produced power will 
be affected under the depart- 
ment’s “clarification” of Dec. 11. 

In September, the department 
issued rules requiring co-opera- 
tives to estimate by Jan. 1 their 
power needs for the next 20 
years. The co-operatives pro- 
tested, contending the new rules 
violated their preferred cus- 
omer status. Senator William 
Langer (Rep.), North Dakota, 
held hearings on the new policy. 

After the Langer hearings, on 
Dec. 11, the department issued 
a “clarification” which said the 


‘co-operatives would have to es- 


timate their power needs for 
only the next two or three years, 
at the end of which, if their 
requirements are greater, they 
could “recapture” any excess 
power which might otherwise 
be sold to private utilities. 

Miller said he thought the 
“clarification” has resulted in a 
policy “more liberal than ever 
before” for the co-operatives.

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Pilgrims Stream Into Bethlehem, 
Poverty-Stricken Town Prospers 


Keepers of Holy Places Profit as Planes 


Carry in Worshippers — Military 


Tension Ignored. 


BETHLEHEM, Dec. 24 (AP) 
-—Wealthy pilgrims from far- 
away lands were streaming into 
this impoverished little town 
today to bring momentary pros- 
periting to a population whose 
chief occupation is maintaining 
sites reminiscent of the birth 
and life of Christ Jesus. 

Despite handicaps ranging 
from adverse weather to mili- 
tary tension, the flow of trav- 
elers into the Jerusalem-Bethle- 
hem area indicates this will be 
the most prosperous Christmas 
for the keépers of holy places 
since Palestine was split in the 
war between the Arabs and 
Jews in 1948. 

A heavy snowfall last week- 
end threatened to isolate the 
holy places, but the snow melted 
and clearing skies made possible 
resumption of the airlift from 
Beirut, Lebanon. 

Officials say at least 42 char- 
tered planes are arriving here 
this week, in addition to 35 
regularly scheduled flights. 

Other pilgrims take the long 
land route from Beirut via Da- 
mascus, Syria, and Amman, 
Jordan. Because of the shortage 
of accommodations here, some 
parties will stay in Damascus, 
drive eight hours to Bethlehem 
on Christmas eve for midnight 
mass and return to Damascus 
the same night. 

Fears that Arab-Israeli mili- 
tary tension might frighten tour- 
ists away have not been borne 


such tensions, pilgrims have 
learned to ignore the war while 
they worship the Prince of 
Peace. 

Along with foreign pilgrims 
are 1456 Christian Palestine 
Arabs coming to Bethlehem from 
inside Israel. .' These were among 
the Arabs caught on the Jewish 
side of the lines after the parti- 
tion of Palestine. The Christians 
are allowed to visit the -Arab 
side once yearly, at Christmas. 

Hundreds of Christian Pales- 
tine peasants will slip quietly 
into Bethlehem from their vil- 
lages, the hooded women riding 
donkeys and clutching infants to 
their breast, the men in long 
black cloaks and white flowing 
headdress. 

The Church of the Nativity in 
Bethlehem accommodates only 
1200 persons for Christmas eve 
mass. Ten times that number 
will gather outside the church.

Irish Schedule Tougher, 
But Purdue’s Toughest. 
OTRE DAME football fol- 


lowers, of whom there are 

none more faithful and fer- 
yent, will be pleased to learn 
that a Minnesota man agrees 
with them 100 per cent that 
the Irish played a tougher 
schedule than Maryland. 

Maryland, for the informa- 
tion of the sleepiest modern 
Rip Van Winkle, was rated 
first over the Irish in both the 
final-season polls of writers 
(by The Associated Press) and 
coaches (by the United Press), 
though the Post-Dispatch’s E. 
E. Litkenhous gave Notre 
Dame the nation’s No. 1 spot. 


What might surprise those 
Notre Dame fans and most 
other friends of college foot- 
ball, too, is that the Minne- 
sota man—one Kent B. Young- 
dahl—picks Purdue as having 
played the toughest schedule 


in the country. 
And if Mr. Youngdahl's 
slide-rule is accurate, the 


schedule-rating would help 
explain the Boilermakers’ sad 
season of only two victories 
and seven defeats. 

In the Youngdahl system, to 
quote the Minneapolis man 
himself, “the 50 hardest sched- 
ules were computed by av- 
eraging the ratings of each 
team’s opponents.’ 

Missouri, which he ranked 
thirty-second on performance, 
was figured at twenty-fifth 
schedule-wise, 12 positions 
higher than the Oklahoma 
team generally rated No. 3 or 
4 in its one defeat one-tie 
season. 

But—and this is the one 
the Irish fans will drool over 
— Youngdahl doesn’t rate 
Maryland among the first 50 
on the basis of schedule.

OBBY GLEASON said he 
was 62 years old and a 
sad man. He said his heart 

would break if he didn’t get 
to fight Rocky Marciano. “I 
won the featherweight cham- 
pionship,” he said, “and now 
the one thing in the world I 
got to have is the heavyweight 
championship.” 

The ambition is understand- 
able in a man of 62, though 
the pronoun may require ex- 
planation. Bobby Gleason is 
a fight manager, whose con- 
versational needs are served 
by the first person nomina- 
tive; A man with a less sup- 
ple turn of speech might have 
said that he won the feather- 
weight championship. with 
Phil Terranova and now wished 
to win the heavyweight cham- 
pionship with Nino Valdes. 

“I am the champion of 
Cuba, the champion of Eu- 
rope, the champion of South 
America and the champion of 
Ezzard Charles,” Mr. Gleason 
said. “The way I worked and 
suffered to get to be No, 1 by 
hook or crook, you know how 
you got to do in this business, 
why, if Al Weill don’t fight 
me now it will break my heart. 

“This guy of mine is 
6-foot-3, 210 pounds, and he 
is 28 years old after 11 years 
fighting which he started in 
when he was 17 from just a 
poor family in what they call 
the San Rafael part of Havana. 
I got to use a lot of psychol- 
ogy on him because he is a 
little lazy and he is supersti- 
tious.” 

Voodoo Cleaned Out. 

OTS of fighters are super- 

stitious, of course, but a 

punch on the nose— 

“This guy,” Mr. Gleason 
said, “goes -in for those ritu- 
als or whatever you call ’em. 
He believes in this voodoo. 
But I get him all cleaned out 
and now I win five fights in 
a row. When you consider 
that before that I lost four 
straight, well, Ill tell you 
the whole story. 

“In 1945 I’m down in Ha- 
vana and Terranova and I see 
this big guy in the gym and 
he moves like a lightweight. 
They tell me he is a guy 
named Nino Valdes, that Louis 
Guitturiez has got, the fella 
that had Kid Chocolate, and 
I .forget about him until a 
couple years ago a guy says 
how would I like to have this 
Valdes, a Cuban heavyweight.

Now I'm on the hook 
for maybe a couple thousand 
dollars with this guy and his 
visa is up and he has to go 
back to Cuba.

NEW. YORK, Dec. 24 (AP)— 
Television and radio sponsors 
are becoming “sports Santa 
Clauses” for a lot of colleges— 
and conferences—represented in 
the football bowl games Jan. 1. 


The spectators at the annual 
New Year’s day gridiron specta- 
cles will pay nearly $2,000,000 
to watch the games, but the TV 
and radio rights will bring in 
almost $1,000,000 more, an As- 
sociated Press survey disclosed 
today. 


That’s a pretty nice collection 
of pies for the football teams to 
slice up among themselves. Most 
of them have to count their con- 
ference. brothers in, too, how- 
ever, so the athletic funds at 
many colleges will be swélled 
by the TV-radio take along with 
the gate receipts. 

Biggest bonanza of all is the 
Rose Bowl at Pasadena, Calif., 
matching U.C.L.A. of the Pacific 
Coast Conference against the 
Big Ten's Michigan State. The 
TV-radio money there will top 
even the gate receipts, since the 
sponsors get an advantage over 
the other bowl games by going 
on the air after the other major 
games are over, also, the game 
pits the No. 3 team in the coun- 
try, Michigan State, against the 
No. 5 team, U.C.L.A. 

Rose Bowl ‘Take’ $610,000. 

The combined TV-radio “take” 
for the West Coast classic is 
$610,000, well ahead of the gate 
of $340,000. After game expenses, 
stadium rental, taxes and other 
expenses are taken out, each 
conference figures to get about 
$350,000. That will pay for a lot 
of scholarships, tackling dum- 
mies, baseball bats, tennis balls 
and other minor sports items. 

The Sugar and Cotton Bowls 
also are reported to have TV- 
radio contracts in six figures to 
go with ticket sales in the $300,- 
000-$400,000 range. But the 
Orange Bowl—probably the day's 
best attraction from the specta- 
tor’s point of view since it 
matches Maryland, the No. 1 
team, against Oklahoma, No. 4 
—has a TV-radio contract call- 
ing for only $70,000. 

The teams will go home from 
Miami with something besides 
the train fare, however, for 3000 
seats have been added to the 
bowl this year making the Cca- 
pacity close to 70,000. That 
should push the gate receipts to 
around $386,000, and each team 
gets $120,000, which they'll split 
with other conference members.

No, 10, declined to release fig- 
ures on the financial aspects of 
the game, as is their custom. But 
sources in New Orleans put the 
Sugar Bowl gate at $365,000 last 
year, and it was reliably report- 
ed in New York that the TV- 
radio would bring in another 
$100,000. 

The annual East-West Shrine 
all-star game at San Francisco 
on Jan. 2 also benefits from TV- 
radio — and from the lack of 
competition from other games. 
The crowd of 63,000 will pay 
$280,000, with another $65,000 
coming from TV-radio. 

None of the other bowl games 
has any appreciable TV-radio 
money coming in, although all 
concerned will do all right at 
the box office.

No Policy Control. 

As president, he is supposed 
to have no control over policy. 
The post is symbolic of the con- 
tinuity of the state and by tra- 
dition above politics. His duties 
are largely ceremonial and social, 
though he must select a new 
Premier whenever the Assembly 
turns the Cabinet out of office. 
Even then the Assembly has the 
last word—it must approve his 
choice.

“I will not forget and we 
should none of us forget” Coty 
said, “that the regime cannot 
defend itself unless it knows 
how to reform itself.” 

This apparently was a refer- 
ence to France's complicated 
constitutional system which 
many blame for frequent gov- 
ernmental impasses of recent 
ears. 

This morning. Coty drove to 
Paris with a horseback escort 
from the Republican Guard. 
Troops and police lined the 
eight-mile route. 

Riding with the new president 
was Laniel, whose’ withdrawal 
from the presidential race had 
made the election possible. 

Entering Paris, Coty drove to 
the presidential Elysee palace 
to pay his formal respects to 
Auriol. Thousands lined the 
broad Champs Elysees as he and 
Laniel drove past but the crowds 
for the most part were silent. 

Coty was born in Le Havre. 
As a lawyer, he entered muni- 
cipal politics in his home town 
in 1907. 

In 1923 he was elected a dep- 
uty from the department (coun- 
ty) of Seine-Inferieure. He be- 
came a senator in 1935 and 
served until the German occu- 
pation. At the war’s end he came 
back as a deputy and rose to 
brief prominence as Reconstruc- 
tion Minister in the 1947-1948 
cabinet of Robert Schuman.

U.S. RELIEVED, NOT 
CHEERED BY VOTE

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP) 
-——- The achievement of the 
French parliament in finally 
electing a new president brought 
a sense of relief but little real 
cheer to United States foreign 
policy officials today. 

The voting marathon had come 
to be regarded here as evidence 
of political instability in France, 
which is a handicap to that na- 
tion’s role as a great power—a 
role which United States policy 
has sought to promote and ex- 
pand ever since the end of 
World War II. 

President Eisenhower sent a 
message of congratulation to the 
newly-chosen president, Senator 
Rene Coty. Eisenhower said: 

“Please accept my congratula- 
tions upon your election to the 
presidency of the French re- 
public. I am confident that, dur- 
ing your term in office, France, 
true to her tradition, will pro- 
vide inspiration and leadership 
to our common efforts to ad- 
vance the cause of peace, well- 
being and human dignity for the 
peoples of the world.” 

Little was known here of the 
new president, particularly with 
respect to the critical French 
issues such as proposed ratifi- 
cation of the European Defense 
Community treaty and the con- 
duct of the anti-Communist fight 
in Indochina.

Written in the language of the Huron na- 
tion long before Phillips Brooks composed 
“© Little Town of Bethlehem,” the Ahatonnia 
probably is the oldest American Christmas song. 
And it is very welcome after weeks and weeks 
of “the red-nosed reindeer” and the other tunes, 
cute and corny, with which Tinpan Alley has 
been bidding for its slice of the Christmas dollar. 

It was no greeting-card setting, no prim white 
church under a big tinsel star, in. which the carol 
first was heard, but rather a crude chapel much 
like the bark-covered “long houses” of the 
Hurons. This was the Mission Ste. Marie near 
the eastern tip of Georgian Bay. 

To that wild land of forests, meadows and 
great fresh waters, Jean de Brebeuf, Norman 
noble and.kin of the Dukes of Arundel, had come 
as a Jemit missioner. And there under the 
constellations of the Northern winter, on Christ- 
mas Eve of 1641 he brought the Indians together 
to sing to the tune of the Breton “Une Jeune 
Pucelle” the Christmas carol he had written for 
them in their own language, 

As they went to their Christmas feast of saga- 
mite with Echon—the name by which they called 
Brebeuf—the sentiments of the Hurons may have 
been rather like our own 312 years later. They 
were involved in a continuing war, cold and 
hot, with the relentless Iroquois. While savage 
fury could bring nothing so deadly as atomic 
bombs to its service, fire and iron were quite 
adequate tools of extermination when, after the 
usual councils and treaties, the Iroquois over- 
ran the Huron country in 1649. As often before 
and since, the Christmas lesson of peace had 
been mouthed but not learned.

But Brebeuf’s carol is recalled not to preach 
a homily to the statesmen or to

It is done with the more simple purpose of 
trying once again to bring to a glow the spirit 
of the holiday. 

For so many weeks now we have seen sleazy 
Santa Clauses, false-faced and pillow-stuffed. 
We have heard Christmas music on street-corner 
loudspeakers, We have seen premature tinsel 
and baubles, store-windows full of electric trains, 
black lace and ties which once we believed too 
gaudy to wear. We have seen the signs: Gifts 
Under $25, Gifts Under $10, Gifts Under $5. 

So we became a little dispirited, almost tired 
of Christmas on the very eve of Christmas. Yet 
we do not join in the complaint against these 
things. Christmas does mean gifts; and gifts 
must be displayed and sold—otherwise our own 
hands would be empty.

There remains, however, the problem of chang- 
ing over from the days of buying to the one 
wonderful day of giving. Always we worry about 
this transition.. Yet we should know by now 
that it is always made. The old magic always 
works. 

Some little thing sets it off: this year pinon 
boughs from the mountains of New Mexico cut 
and sent by a friend. The broad lengths of old 
red ribbon turn new as they are used to tie 
the greens to door and window. The magic in- 
tensifies as the tree goes up and gifts are 
wrapped and set beneath its branches. As they 
help with the work, boys and girls home from 
school chatter about parties and dances, and 
suddenly their talk becomes exciting. 

So the red candle is lit in the window, and 
the carollers pause in their rounds. Loudspeakers 
are overcome by the warm voices at the door.

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Agreement at Versailles 

The election of Senator Rene Coty as Presi- 
dent France is a welcome Christmas gift 
to the democratic world for the simple reason 
that he was elected at all. The week-long stale- 
mate of Senators and Deputies had been frus- 
trating and had invited scorn and despair. 

Under other circumstances the choice would 
seem weak even for the largely ceremonial func- 
tion which the President serves in the French 
Government, Senator Coty is little known to 
Frenchmen, and his views on the overriding is- 
sue of the day—the European Defense Commu- 
nity—are unknown in the world at large. 

But more important than all that is the simple 
fact that the Senators and Deputies have been 
able to reach an agreement. The experience 
they have just gone through has been a sad 
one for France, but it need not be all loss. 
This demonstration of the heavy cost of political 
instability could move Frenchmen to make con- 
cessions in the interest of stable government 
as never. before. : 


Do Not Open Until When? 

A decision that has been reached at the White 
House should help solve a nation-wide problem 
on Christmas Eve. This problem is whether to 
open the presents that very evening or wait 
until Christmas morning. Many a house is di- 
vided against itself over the question. Argu- 
ments wax long and eloquent. There is much to 
be said on each side, and all of it is said, even 
repeated endlessly, ; 

The biggest argument for opening the presents 
Christmas Eve is that the youngest members of 
the family are beginning to crack under the sus- 
pense.

There is good news for all the pilots and all 
the passengers of the commercial and military 
planes that fly the Atlantic between the United 
States and Europe. It comes from the State 
Department, which hag reversed its decision to 
drop out of the 7-year-old Ocean Weath 
tions Program. The decision, now led, 
would have withdrawn the 14 American cutters 
from the 25-ship fleet essential to manning the 
10 station areas. Although there are 14 other 
nations allied with the United States in the pro- 
gram, there is no doubt that withdrawal by the 
United States would end the effectiveness of 
the program, 

The principal value of the weather ships is their 
service to planes and ships. The little weather 
ships, always on their stations in fair and foul 


‘weather alike, constantly serve as “fixes” for 


planes to check their main celestial and elec- 
tronic navigational procedures, give valuable 
weather information to ships and planes, and 
serve as search and rescue bases. They have 
been credited with saving many lives in both 
ship and plane accidents. 

Without warning the State Department last 
October\ notified the International Civil Aviation 
Organizatten, a United Nations agency, of its 
plan to withdraw the 14 American cutters by 
next July. This properly touched off informed 
protests. The State Department stuck to its 
explanation: .The conclusion had been reached 
after long study that the service was no longer 
needed; aerial navigation had reached a state of 
high proficiency and there was a “possibility” of 
supplementing weather reports with data from 
planes in flight; economy was an “important fac- 
tor” and about $15,000,000 would be saved. 

The arguments were quickly refuted. Eight 
scientists of the Department of Meteorology and 
Oceanography at New York University presented 
a column of evidence which was printed in The 
New York Times and the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

The Air Line Pilots Association, a union made 
pp of the pilots of all scheduled United States 
airlines and also an organization which has won 
recognition for constantly promoting aviation 
safety, took sharp exception to any cut in the 
weather ship program. 

While the pilots spoke out, their employers 
were strangely silent or quietly acquiscent to 
the plan. The explanation for this perhaps 
lay in Time’s story of Nov. 2: “Airlines hate to” 
admit (for fear of scaring away prospective pas- 
sengers) that their safety factor has been cut.” 

In the face of all this it would have been dif- 
ficult for the State Department to have stuck to 
its foolhardy plan. Perhaps the “possibility” of 
finding an adequate substitute for the weather 
ships’ service just vaporized. Perhaps the saving 
of $15,000,000 didn’t tip the scales as far as was 
first thought. At any rate the State Department 
has now displayed common sense and good grace 
in changing its mind before it was too late. The 
person, or persons, who advanced the original 
plan to scuttle the weather ships should be given 
the deep six.

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22 Strange War Casualties 

Time has run out for the 22 Americans among 
the Korean War prisoners held by the Commu- 
nists who have elected not to be repatriated. At 
the final appeal session, these misguided Ameri- 
cans rejected the final invitation of the U.N. 
command to return within the time limit. Among 
those who chose to stay on the Communist side 
was the son of the Minnesota mother who flew 
to Korea in the fervent hope that she could help 
in reclaiming him. 

These young Americans are to be pitied rather 
than railed at, Something has gone awry some- 
where in their mental processes. They all have 
been subjected to combat in a terrible war. 
They have been in the hands of the Communists 
as prisoners for varying periods, but all for a 
relatively long time. All have been subjected to 
Communist pressures and influences and perhaps 
blandishments as well. Brain washing has been 
a part of their treatment. 

The wonder is not that 22 succumbed but that 
the number of psychological victims is no 
larger. A score is a very small percentage of the 
thousands who came under Communist authority. 
The civilized world did not condemn Cardinal 
Mindszenty of Hungary when he made his 
strange confessions of “guilt” on espionage 
charges in the Communist “trial” of the perse- 
cuted churchman. Instead men of good will 
were convinced that some strange influence had 
mysteriously affected him. 

There had to be a time limit on repatriation 
of the Korean war prisoners. There had to be 
an hour of final decision. And so the Indian 
command did what it inevitably had to do. But 
Americans, especially at this season, should find 
it possible to be sympathetic and understanding. 
Let us all join the grieving mother in her hope: 
Some day “Richard will realize his mistake.” 
And the hope for Richard can be extended to

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An Astronomer Sees Christmas Star 


By C. C. Wylie, Professor of Astronomy, University of Iowa 


We will assume that on a clear day 
nearly 2000 years ago, some one in the 
Persian community where the Wise- 
men, or Magi, lived was astonished ta 
see a star shining in the southwestern 
sky. 

He pointed out the star, really the 
planet Venus, to others, and found that 
they too could see it easily by standing 
in the shade and knowing just where to 
look. He then called the Magi, and 
asked them what the appearance of this 
new star meant. 

The Magi looked at the star, and as 
they had never heard of seeing a star 
in the daytime, they agreed that the 
new star must be announcing an event 
of great importance. As it was in the 
general direction of Jerusalem, and they 
knew that the Jewish people were ex- 
pecting the birth of 
a Messiah, or great 
King, they assumed 
that the star was 
announcing his 
birth. 

The Magi were 
greatly impressed 
by this daytime star, 
so they prepared 
for, and eventually 
made, the long jour- 
ney of more than 
a thousand miles to see the future King. 


We will give the account of the visit— 


in the words of the gospel writer Mat- 
thew, with parenthetical insertions to 
connect parts of the story. 


*We Saw His Star in the East’ 


~ “(When the) Wise-men from the east 
(Persia) came to Jerusalem , .. (they 
asked) Where is He that is born King 
of the Jews? For we saw His star in 
the east (Persia), and are come to wor- 
ship Him. 


* “Herod the King . ,. . gathering to- 
gether all the chief priests and the 
scribes . .. inquired of them where 
the Christ should be born, And they 
said unto him, in Bethlehem of Judea. 
+» Then Herod privily called the Wise- 
men and learned of them exactly what 
time the star appeared.” 


(From the fact that Herod later slew 
all the children in the Bethlehem area 
“from two years old and under, accord- 
ing to the time which he had exactly 
learned of the Wise-men,” we assume 
that the star had appeared nearly two 
years. earlier,) 


Planet Venus Seen in Daytime 


(After asking the Wise-men about the 
star, Herod sent them to Bethlehem. 
As the Magi approached Bethlehem, 
they wondered how they would know 
which of the young boys in Bethlehem 
was the future King, and thought of the 
marvelous daylight star which had 
started them on the long journey, On 
reaching the village inn they stopped in 
the shade of the building and searched 
the sky. Sure enough, one of the men 
found the star, really Venus, practically 
overhead, seemingly right over the inn.) 

“And when they saw the star they re- 
joiced with exceeding great joy. ... 
(They agreed that) the star which they 
saw in the east... (had gone) before 
them, till it came and stood over where 
the young Child was ... And they came 
into the house and saw the young Child 
with Mary his mother. . , . And being 
warned of God in a dream ‘that they

should not return to Herod, they de- 
parted into their own country another 
way.” 

The preceding is the essential story of 
the Christmas Star. We have pointed 
the planet Venus out to hundreds of 
students in the daytime, and have found 
that those with normal eyesight see it 
easily when standing in the shade and 
knowing exactly where to look. But 
only one student in that large number 
could walk out of the shade into the 


sunlight without Idsing sight of the ~ 


planet. 
Twentieth-Century Excitement 


In spite of the great number of per- 
sons who have been shown Venus in 
daylight, accidental sightings of the 
planet cause plenty of excitement even 
in this twentieth century, Venus is mis- 
taken ‘for a comet, an enemy aircraft, a 
saucer, or a new star. It has been 
thought that it foretold severe earth- 
quakes, 

Some readers will wonder about the 
theories published in popular magazines 
as explaining the Christmas Star. These 
are, a close grouping of planets, a bril- 
liant temporary star, a spectacular com- 
et, or a fireball which lighted the land- 
scape like day. 

It is sufficient to say that none of 
these could have appeared in Persia, 
and then reappeared after a lapse of 
considerable time when the Magi 
reached Bethlehem. Further, the Magi 
would have known that by walking 
about, they could make any comet, 
group of planets, or night star appear 
over any specified house. No such ob- 
ject could “stand over” any one house. 

Visitors to Bethlehem are shown the 
“Well of the Magi” and told that when 
the Magi arrived at the village inn, one 
of them went immediately to the well 
for water. He saw the star which they 
had seen in the east reflected in the 
water, although it was then broad day- 
light.

Luke Compared With Matthew 


This meant that the star must be over- 
head, and the Child must be at the inn. 
Venus could well have been found in 
this way, instead of by looking directly 
at the sky as we suggested earlier. 

A comparison of Luke’s account of the 
visit of the Shepherds with Matthew's 
account of the visit of the Magi sug- 
gests that the Magi came much later. 
The shepherds found a “Babe lying in 
the manger” while the Magi entered a 
house and found a young Child with his 
Mother. 

Luke tells us also that after the birth 
of Jesus, his parents went to Jerusalem, 
and then returned to their home in 
Nazareth. But they returned again to 
Jerusalem each year for the feast of 
the Passover. Presumably, the Magi ar- 
rived at Bethlehem when the family 
was going to or returning from the 
Passover in Jerusalem, | 
: At the Passover season, Venus does 
occasionally pass almost overhead at 
about three o'clock in the afternoon for 
Bethlehem.

Toward an Atomic Peace 


CRUCIAL passage in the Soviet reply to the President's 
atemic energy proposals rather looks as if it had been inserted 
in a revision of the original draft.

Now for the first time, the So- 
viet Union has suggested that, at 
least as an interim “step” to- 
ward the ultimate aim of a com- 
plete ban, it would consider a 
conditional prohibition limited 
to the use of atomic weapons. 

In this latest statement there 
fis a_ recognition that these 
weapons may be legitimate if 
they are used only to deter, and 
retaliate. against, the use of 
atomic weapons. 


Outlawing Atom War. 


The opening argument in the 
statement is that atomic warfare 
can be and should be outlawed 
as was chemical and bacteriolog- 
ical warfare in the Geneva. pro- 
tocol of 1925. 

Then comes the statement 
which is so new and so inter- 
esting: “At the same time, one 
must not fail also to mention the 
effect that it was on the basis of 
this agreement that the coun- 
tries belonging to the anti-Hitler 
coalition stated firmly that the 
attempts of the enemy to use 
chemical warfare would meet a 
devastating rebuff.” 

This is an admission, for the 
first time in the long argument 
of the Soviet Union, that the de- 
cision not to use the dread 
weapons in the World War was 
not due.only to the verbal agree- 
ment at Geneva. They now rec- 
ognize that neither side dare to 
use these weapons because both

ment of an absolute ban. 


The difference between ‘us 
now is that the U.S.S.R. wishes 
to prohibit atomic warfare, 
whereas we wish to prohibit ag- 
gressive warfare, regardless of 
the weapons, The Soviet govern- 
ment wishese to confine the le- 
gitimate use of atomic weapons 
to a sanction against the use of 
atomic weapons; we, on the other 
hand, consider it legitimate to 
use these weapons to deter, and 
to retaliate against, aggression 
with conventional weapons. 


The difference between us re- 
mains very big. But it is one 
which can be discussed. It is 
one which it would be useful and 
enlightening to debate. For once 
the Soviet government recog- 
nizes that under certain condi- 
tions atomic weapons may be 
legitimately made, owned and 
used, the question for discussion 
and negotiation is what those 
conditions should be. 


A month ago the Soviet gov- 
ernment was arguing that there 
were no legitimate conditions: 
atomic weapons must not be 
made, must not be owned, and 
must never be used. Now the 
Soviet government, which does 
in fact make and own atomic 
weapons, is arguing that they 
may be used, but only if the

Question for Discussion. 


To this we can reply that they 
are legitimate if used for a legi- 
timate purpose—namely against 
military aggression, for us, there- 
fore, the questions to be dis- 
cussed are how to define more 
clearly, and what measures we 
can take in order to make less 
likely, a military aggression.

Yale said he was one of the 
leaders among a group of an- 
thropologists studying the re- 
lationship between anthropology 
and psychology. He had been 
named 1954 recipient of the 
Huxley medal of the Royal An- 
thropological Association of 
Great Britain and Ireland. The 
honor is rarely given to a for- 
eigner.

WILLIAM REMINGTON FILES

Remington's present appeal is 
from the November decision af- 
firming the second conviction.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24—All 
God’s chillum may have shoes, 
but they pay different prices 
for them and some have more 
than others, the Department of 
Commerce reported yesterday 
on the shoe situation in the free

It said that in the United 
States it takes 4.8 hours of work 
on the average to buy a pair of 
shoes costing $8.50 to $10, and 
people use 3.15 pair a year— 
more than in any other country. 
In England the same shoes 
cost 10.6 hours of work and in 
France 18.3. In Sweden it is 21.4 
and in Germany 20.1. The 
higher the cost, the fewer the 


shoes per year. In Germany it 
is 1.27 pairs per year. 

In Russia the cost is 101 hours 
of work and the use per year is 
.48—one pair about every two 
years. In Hungary, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia the cost is a 


’ | little more—up to 106 hours in 


Czechoslovakia, which before the 
war had a mass production shoe 
industry that was able to com- 
pete in the United States mar- 
ket. The Czech shoe industry 
still provides nearly twice as 
many shoes per Czech as are 
available in Russia, the figures 
indicate.

lost was less than half what it 
was last year. 

There were 5117 strikes in 
1952 and 5100 already have been 
recorded in 1953. 

The department’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics estimated this 
year’s strike idleness at 27,000,- 
000 man-days compared with 59,-

This is the lowest figure for

Outburst Provoked by ‘Childishness’ of 


Soldiers Who Threw Two. Japanese in 
Tokyo Canals—One of Victims Drowned. 


TOKYO, Dec. 24 (AP) — 
Japan's Minister of Justice 
pledged in the national Diet to- 
day to protest to the United 
States if American troops throw 
any more Japanese into Tokyo's 
canals. 

One Japanese was drowned 
and another was rescued recent- 
ly after they had been pitched 
from the Sukiyabashi bridge by 
rowdy Americans in uniform. 

The incidents have outraged 
public opinion. 

Justice Minister Takeru Inu- 
kai was questioned in Parlia- 
ment today by a left-wing Social- 
ist member, Yoshitaro Shimo- 
}kawa, on what action the Japa- 
nese Government had taken. 

“These were outrageous inci- 
dents,” Inukai said. 

“I think they stemmed from 
the childishness of the American 


soldiers concerned and also from 
a superiority complex continu- 
ing from the days of the occu- 
pation. 

“The first incident could have 
been provoked ... but the sec- 
ond incident involved a per- 
fectly innocent Japanese. 

“The metropolitan police 
board strongly protested to the 
United States Army. The Army 
sincerely apologized and helped 
the Japanese police examine 
2500 soldiers —- including some 
brought back from Hawaii.” 

Because of the incidents most 
Tokyo papers published pictures 
of police practicing in rescue 
boats with life rings.

Helicopter Lands on 
Glacier Where 9 in 
Navy Patrol Bomber 
Were Killed. 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland, Dec. 
24 (UP)—A rescue helicopter 
landed today beside the wreck 
of an American Navy bomber 
that crashed on a glacier last 
Thursday and began taking off 
bodies of the plane’s nine crew- 
men, 


The helicopter from the 
Fifty-Third Air Rescue Squad- 
ron landed within 300 feet of 
the wreck. Twenty-five minutes 
later it airlifted out one body, 


The Neptune patrol bomber 
crashed on the foot Myr- 
dalsojokull glacier. Storms had 
kept ground rescuers from 
reaching the scene. 

A report by a rescue plane 
which sighted the wreckage the 
day after the Neptune crashed 
indicated there might be sur- 
vivors among the crew.

CARLSBAD, N. M., Dec. 24 
(UP)—Wimpy, a mongrel puppy 
trapped for 10 days at the bot- 
tom of a 38-foot well shaft, was 
fed and scrubbed today as a 
Christmas present for the chil- 
dren of one of the men who 
finally got her out. 

The fight to rescue Wimpy 
had baffled the fire department, 
the Boy Scouts and hundreds of 
assorted well-wishers across the 
country who offered all sorts of 
rescue plans.

Guinness on Marriage 


é6 HE CAPTAIN’S PARADISE,” 

T SHADY OAK and PAGEANT THEATERS tomor- 

row, provides the cleverest and most diverting ve- 
~ hhicle since “The Lavender Hill Mob” for that genius of 
sly comedy, Alec Guinness. 

This is a delightful satire on marriage 
in which Guinness plays a brazen and 
nonchalant rascal, the captain of a small 
ship plying between Gibraltar and a port 
in North Africa, who maintains wives in 
each port. Capt. St. James has figured 
out the marital paradise. He wants all 
the comforts and serenity of a conservative home, on the 
one hand, and on the other, he likes to cut a rug. So in 
Gibraltar, his wife (Celia Johnson), is a homey British 
type, a good cook and housewife, with whom he can live 
a quiet, ordered existence, retiring early each evening. In 
Kalik, Madame St. James (Yvonne DeCarlo) is a voluptuous, 
tempestuous and sexy Spanish wench. With her he is a 
gay and debonair dog, drinking champagne, zestfully night- 
clubbing, frolicking in the surf and living a generally 
jaunty and amorous existence. 

The first hint of trouble in paradise comes when the 
captain gets his presents switched and gives his. Spanish 
wife an apron and his Gibraltar spouse a Bikini bathing 
suit—and finds they both like the gifts. The British wife 
secretly longs for a gayer life and considers the captain a 
bore. The Spanish wife keeps hinting that their carousing 
habits are too much for her, and she longs for a quiet 
domestic contentment. Even practices cooking when the 
captain is away. How the captain falls from paradise and 
gets his comeuppance is highly amusing. And the ending 
is priceless. 

The screenplay by Alec Coppel and Nicholas Phipps 
fs cleverly concocted. But it is Guinness who gives the 
film its tone and cachet in another distinctive perform- 
ance. The cool impudence, the whimsically smug guile 
and artfulness of the man gives it just the right touch of 
mock-deviltry and mock-heroics. It is an antic depiction of 
an amatory Jekyll and Hyde which craftily comes pretty 
close to the truth of the basic male nature. 

The only bad scene is not the fault of the producers. 
When the angry North African wife is about to leave the 
captain, dialogue obviously has been dubbed in to make 
it appear that instead of being married to him, she has 
been merely his mistress. This is in obedience to a strange 
precept of the Breen movie code office, which has ruled 
that bigamy is too immoral for the tender sensitivities of 
American audiences, but adultery is not. Anyway, the 
change is inconsistent, and makes the scene clumsy and 
its climax obscure.

Recipes That Make Tasty Fish Stories 


Try Cooking Salmon Fillets in Paper for Something Delic 


By Hoyt Alden 


AKE medium-sized squares of 
T blotting paper, season them 

well with salt and pepper, 
dip them in milk and stick them 
under the broiler and they will 
come out tasting, you will agree, 
very much like a lot of the fish 
fillets which are served up in 
too many homes and not a few 
restaurants these days. No won- 
der the head ‘of the house devel- 
ops a strong feeling on the sub- 
ject of fish, and the children 
simply refuse to eat it. Kids 
aren't so dumb. ° 

On the other hand, if you 
want to make the whole family 
look forward to fish, try pre- 
paring. the fillets like this: Put 
a few sliced mushrooms in the 
bottom of a buttered baking dish 
and sprinkle on a little chopped 
parsley and one shallot, finely 
chopped. Put your fillets of 
sole, or whatever fish you are 
cooking, over this. Add salt, 
pepper and two tablespoons of 
dry white wine. Then, if you 
have fish stock, add three table- 
spoons. If you don’t, use some 
other stock, or even a little 
bouillon. Then poach the fish 
slowly. 

When the fish is done take it 
out and reduce the sauce until 
you have about a fourth the 
original amount. Put the fillets 
back and add a few small pieces 
of butter. Let it melt and just 
before you serve the fish stick 
it under the broiler for about ‘a 
minute. You'll be surprised at 
the difference it makes.

Start with fillets of salmon 
about six inches long and the 
same number of pieces of well- 
oiled paper. Sprinkle each 
paper with a seasoning mixture 
made with mushrooms, shallots 
and bacon in equal amounts, 
cooked together for. about three 
minutes, and then season with 
chopped parsley, a little mixed 
spice and salt and pepper to 
taste. 

Then put the pieces of salmon, 
salted and peppered on both 
sides, in the pieces of paper.

HE croquette doesn’t have a 

very good reputation any 

more, for two reasons. Not 
many women seem to know how 
to make good croquettes any 
more, and too many restaurants 
have used i: as a means of get- 
ting rid of left-overs. When you 
see, for instance, chicken cro- 
quettes on a restaurant menu 
you can be pretty sure they will 
have a little left-over chicken in 
them and a whale of a lot of 
rice. Then they are fried in a 
manner which gives them a coat- 


ing not unlike corrugated tron 
and served up under a slight 
concealment of thick, pale and 
tasteless cream sauce. 

However, croquettes can be 
delightful, and here is how to 
make a wonderful salmon cro- 
quette: 


Mash together the salmon and 
an equal amount of boiled po- 
tatoes. Season it with salt and 
pepper and a little grated nut- 
meg, and then a small amount of 
onion which has been finely 
chopped and sauted a little in 
butter. . 

Mix it all well, and then add 
to it a little fresh cream, the 
yolk of one egg, and then the 
white of the egg well whipped.

Shape your croquettes into little 
balls, roll them lightly in flour, 
and then fry them in hot fat 
like you would a fritter.

ACKEREL broiled in butter 
M wits a little parsley and a 
slice of lemon to sprinkle 
over it is a mighty fine dish, but 
maybe you get tired of it that 
way. If you do, try mackerel 

Bretonne, like this: 

Take small mackerel, one for 
each person, and. clean them 
well, Slit them open so they will 
lie flat. Remove the bones care- 
fully and then dry the fish well. 
One of the secrets of success of 
cooking any fish is to get them 
as dry as possible, especially 
for frying. 

Now rub them with a little 
flour and season them with salt 
and pepper. Put a good-sized 
hunk of butter in a pan, and 
when the butter starts to foam 
but before it begins to burn put 
in the flattened mackerel with 
the skin up. Cook them that way 
for about three minutes and 
then turn them over. Now put 
a lid on the pan, turn the heat 
down and let them cook slowly 
or at least 15 minutes. 

At the last minute, just be- 
fore putting them on the table, 
squeeze on a little lemon juice. 
If the butter has turned black 
in the pan, don’t use it. Melt 
some fresh butter and pour it 
over the fish. This same pro- 
cedure does wonders also to 
whitings and sole, 

. * 
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NOTHER variation of the 
mackerel dish is baked 
mackerel, When prepared as 
follows it is not only good out 
of the oven, but an excellent 
cold dish. 

Slit the mackerel down the 
middle and take out the back 
bone. Wash the fish and dry it 
well. Put *. flat in a fireproof 
dish and season it with salt and 
freshly ground pepper, some 
grated nutmeg, one bay leaf and 
a small chopped green pepper. 
Make a mixture of three parts 
white vinegar and one part water 
and pour enough in the dish to 
fill as high‘as the fish: Bake it 
in a slow oven for at least 
four hours. Don’t let it boil, 
however, or the fish will break 
up. When-served cold, strain the 
liquid and pour over it.

ROUBLE with a lot of the 

modern equipment around a 

home these days is that it’s 
so automatic and so out of sight 
that it's completely out of mind 
until something goes wrong with 
it—then it’s much wailing and 
gnashing of teeth by the unhap- 
py home owner. 

Your modern central heating 
plant is a good example of this 
out of sight out of mind busi- 
ness. It’s tucked off by itself in 
a basement or utility room and 
nc one gives it the time of day. 
Things start to wear and go 
wrong but before anyone gets 
around to noticing what's up, 
it’s usually too late. 

Any piece of mechanical 
equipment and especially one 
that must run as constantly as 
an automatic furnace should be 
given a visual checking over by 
the home owner at least once a 
week. 

It may be that the automatic 
water feed valve has stuck and 
that the boiler either needs wa- 
ter or has too much. Often there 
will be a slight leak at some 
point. in the system which re- 
quires addition of -water to the 
boiler from time to time. 

An oil burner motor that gets 
overheated may require nothing 
more than a little oil and some 
cleaning but if it’s allowed to 
go too long may burn itself out. 

Often the blades of the fan 
on a forced warm air’ system

The Social ‘Function.’

Ingredients: Thrée-fourths cup

Bake in 
moderate (375 degrees F.) oven 
about 30 minutes or until cake 
tester inserted in center eomes 
out clean.
